1204, king John granted the manor of Farrendon, vis. Great 


Farrendon and Little Farrendon, and Great Cokewell and Little 
Cokewell, with the chapel of Cokewell , to the abbey of Beau» 
lieu , in Hants, which was ſuppreſſed in 1 538. In that year 
Thomas Mores was lord of the manor of both Coxwells, to whom 
king Henry VIII. granted ſeveral buildings, as appears by the 
plate of the Barn. The manor of Great Coxwell continued in 
the family of Mores till about the middle of the next century;. 
when Sir George Pratt, of Coleſhill, in Berks, bart. became pof*. 
ſefſed of it, and deviſed it in fee to Dame Margaret Pratt, his- 
wife, who by her will dated July 14, 1697, charged it with her 
debts, legacies, and funeral expences, and directed it, or ſuch: 
part of it as ſhould be ſufficient for that purpoſe, to be ſold. 
After her deceafe, on the 16th of December, 1700, George 
Pratt Richmond alias Webb, her grandſon, purchaſed under 
her will the houſe and barn in the plates, and 1 39 aeres- of land,, 
part of the manor, and from him they came by will to the. preſenn 
poſſeſſor John Richmond Webb, of Milton, in Wilts, eſq.
